BiG DEMAND FOR 


HOUSES TOLD BY 
LOGAL REALTORS

If through the waving of some 
magic wand Upland suddenly had 
100 additional houses made avail- 
able, these would be occupied 
within a very short time—so grea 
is the demand here for living ac- 
commodations. 

Such is the general report from 
Upland real estate men, who are 
on the front line in getting count- 
less inquiries from prospective 
residents. In almost every case 
the answer. is “No” to the people 
in the long parade of house hunt- 
ers. 

“Three people were in today 
wanting to locate here,” declared 
‘I 
usually don’t make any check on 
‘the number of inquiries,’ he ex- 
plained, “but I do know there are 
scores and scores of people turn-, 
-ed away every month.” 

Ernest H. Gibson of the Em- 
pire Realty & Mortgage Co, said 
‘that many houses could be filled 
in a very few days “from the num- 
‘ber of people who come — 
“And, believe me,” he added, “peo- 
ple are desperate for places in 
‘which to live. We need more 
places and we need them badly.”

QUOTA FOR BLOOD 
DONORS FROM HERE 
BOOSTED 10 240 


Boosting Upland’s quota to 240 
blood donors from the previous al- 
lotment of 175 donors, the Amer- 
ican Red Cross is calling upon 
Uplanders to volunteer in great- 
er numbers than ever. 

Knowing that residents of this 
community would accept any reas- 
onable war-time assignment, Los 
Angeles leaders of the mobile 
blood donor unit advised Upland 
committee chairman Ernest H. 
Gibson of the increased quota. 

June 30 is the date for the mo- 
bile unit to be at the Upland Wo- 
man’s club house to receive the 
blood from 240 citizens. 

T. C. Manchester, West Arrow 
highway, who is employed at the 
Exchange Orange Products Co. 
plant in Ontario, is taking the 
lead in getting many of his fel- 
low employes to sign up as blood 
donors. Similar action by em- 
ployes of other groups is suggest- 
ed by Mr. Gibson. Donation by 
members of an organization or by 
groups of employes would be a 
timely, patriotic gesture and 
would assure meeting of the local 
quota, the leader emphasized. 

No discrimination is being made 
in race or color, according to the 
new rules just issued by the Red 
Cross.
